# Dr.  Gerald  Wendt,  one  of  the 
leading  Americau  scientists,  will 
lecture  on  the  university  lyceum 
program  in  the  Utah  Stake  taber- 
nacle at  8:00  Wednesday  evening, 
November  3. 

Dr.  Wendt  has  received  degrees 
from  Harvard  and  from  universi- 
ties in  Paris.  He  is  one  of  the 
leading  figures  in  the  rapid  ad- 
vances in  chemistry  since  the 
World  War.  His  field  embraces 
chemistry,  physics,  astronomy, 
well  as  practically  everything 
science. 

Dr.  Wendt  claims  that  the  re- 
sults of  the  synthetic  age  will  be 
] more  important  in  their  effect  on 
[ human  .society  than  was  the  ina- 
i chine  age.  Among  the  new  de- 
.velopmeiits  which  he  believes  are 
[already  at  hand  are  the  glass  sky- 
. scraper,  the  steel  bungalow,  dirig- 
ible-hotels, television  newspapers, 
and  synthetic  factory-made  foods.

# Jan  Cherniavsky,  celebrated 
Russian  pianist,  will  be  heard  in  re-

Cherniavsky  was  born  at  Kiev, 
ancient  city  of  Russian  culture.  Un- 
der the  incomparable  guidance  of 
Leschetiszky  in  Vienna,  Jan  Cher- 
niacsky  acquired  that  perfection  of 
technique,  aesthetic  insight,  and 
emotional  balance  which  has  since 
placed  him  among  the  truly  great 
music  makers  of  his  day. 

At  the  early  age  of  seven  he 
made  his  first  musical  tour  in  Rus- 
sa,  accompanied  by  one  of  his  gift- 
ed brothers.  Cherniavsky  has  been 
playing  continually  with  his  broth- 
ers for  more  than  twenty  years.  He 
has  presented  his  own  recitals  in 
the  United  States,  England,  Rus- 
sia, and  Hungary. 

A capacity  audience  and  enthus- 
iastic reception  is  expected  to 
again  greet  this  world-recognized 
artist  when  he  is  heard  in  recital 
next  Thursday.

They  had  not  anticipated  the  tenacity  with  which  the  “little  five” 
cling  to  life.  The  result  is  that  the  “little  five”  are  going  quite 
merrily  along  as  the  Rocky  Mountain  Faculty  Athletic  Conference 
and  the  “big  seven”  are  existing  ignominiously  without  a name 
of  any  kind.  If  the  big  ones  are  not  to  be  entirely  shamed,  there 
must  be  before  long  a suitable  and  authorative  christening. 

In  order  that  the  new  organization  may  receive  an  appro- 
priate name,  the  students  of  the  schools  comprising  it  are  invited 
to  set  their  creative  talents  to  work  on  the  problem.  I am  accord-

Religious  Ed. 
Conference  Held 

• A national  Christian  and  Jewish 
convention  was  held  Tuesday 
morning  at  11:30  before  an  assem- 
bly in  College  hall. 

The  visitors  represe-nted  four 
great  religions  in  the  country. 
They  included.  Reverend  Everett 
R.  Clinchy  from  the  Presbyterian 
church.  Dr.  Ashby  Jones  of  the 
Baptist  church  in  Atlanta  Georgia, 
Rabbi  Lazeron  of  the  Jewis  church, 
and  Dr.  John  A.  Widtsoe,  one  of 
the  twelve  apostles  of  the  L.D.S. 
church. 

Reverend  Clinchy  explained' that 
the  purpose  of  the  convention  was 
to  attempt  a clearing  house  that 
people  might  appreciate  the  true 
values  of  each  denomination  ami 
to  work  together  with  better  un- 
derstanding for  common  good. 

Rabbi  Lazeron  upset  a popular 
belief  that  Jews  are  inclined  to  be 
communistic. 

“No  believing  Jew  can  be  a 
communist,”  the  Rabbi  declared, 
“Communism  denounces  Ciod  and 
Judaism,  begins  and  ends  with  the 
belief  of  a Supreme  Being.” 

“Our  goal,”  he  continued,  “Is  to 
bring  Go'd  down  into  human  rela- 
tions until  everyone  shall  sit  un- 
der his  own  vine  and  fig  tree  and 
learn  of  war  no  more.” 

Not  Clannish 

Dr.  Jones  denied  that  Protest- 
ants are  clannish,  and  deplored  the 
many  persecutions  made  because  of 
religious  differences.  He  claimed 
that  the  way  to  preserve  freedom  in 
any  democracy  is  to  gladly  yield 
every  man  a right  to  think  for  him- 
self and  worship  a God  of  his  own 
choice. 

•Dr.  Widtsoe  said  that  the  Mor- 
mons were  glad  to  accept  the  as- 
sociation of  all  men  but  that  their 
desires  have  not  always  been  con- 
sidered. 

The  Mormons  believe  man  is 
eternal  and  of  the  same  order  as 
God  himself.
